$1.25m additional work 
sought on high school 


Additional renovation items 
worth $1.25 million are in the 
works for Wilmington High 
School. But with the renovations 
already $5 percent complete and a 
projected completion date in 
October, the town is in a very tight 
time frame to move on the 
additional items. 

The list of additional items was 
formulated during the past week, 
after the Wilmington Finance Com- 
mittee told the Permanent Building 
Committee (PBC) to produce a 
complete list of items needed to put 
the school in tip-top shape. The 
PBC had asked for additional items 
worth $325,000. 

Key to the additional items is the 
possibility of receiving 65 percent 
reimbursement from the state. 

At the top of the list is $157,000 
for renovations and repairs to the 
Barrows Auditorium. Other items 
include $85,000 for new bleachers 
for the football field, a $75,000 
storage building for athletic equip- 
ment, $55,000 for an accoustical 
operating wall in the new gym- 
nasium, $50,000 for renovation 
and repair of lockers, $6,300 for 
new fencing around the tennis 
courts, $145,000 for boiler and 
pump repairs, $255,000 for 
roofing repairs, and $318,000 for 
furnishings and equipment. Also 
included in the list is $20,000 
storage and moving expenses and 
$85,000 for contingency and pro- 
fessional fees, 

The figures are quickly-prepared 
“astimates put together by Bernie La 
Vita, chairman of the PBC. 

“This is the first time I've seen 
this list," said Anthony Accardi, 
chairman of the Wilmington School 
Committee at the PBC meeting on 
Monday night. Also at the meeting 
were school committee members 
Mitchell Spiris and Bridget Zukas, 
along with Supt. of Schools Robert 
Horan and WHS Principal Paul 
Fleming. 

The items listed under school fur-

nishings and equipment would be 
the only area of the list needing 
school committee approval. The 
list, though, was LaVita's creation, 
and he frankly admitted that he had 
no reasons for determining what 
would be excluded from the list. 

Horan emphasized that the 65 
percent state reimbursement was 
based on educational need. If the 
educational need could not be 
justified, could they get the 
reim-bursement? He felt that 
creating the list before determining 
the need was putting the cart before 
the horse. 

The time frame in which the town 
approval is secured is of great 
importance. Besides town meeting 
approval of the bonded amount, 
there must also be a special election 
to approval of the overriding of 
Prop. 2 1/2. The bonding can be put 
in the annual town meeting on 
April 26, and there was talk of 
having the special election June 3. 

But would such a time frame 
allow the committees involved to 
study and prepare necessary figures 
and supporting data? 

Could the preliminary work, the 
approval, and then the construction 
work be carried out in time to have 
the work considered part of the 
same project already underway? Or 
would the PBC have to seek 
approval of a new project from the 
School Building Assistance 
Bureau? 

The PBC will consult with archi- 
tech Wilson Raines in an attempt to 
have answers in time for the next 
meeting on Monday night.

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Town to get 5%. 
of cable TV gross 
under new contract

After 18 months of intensive 
negotiations which dramatically 
came down to the wire Monday 
night, Wilmington's Cable TV Task 
Force recommended that selectmen 
renew the franchise of the Greater 
Boston Cable Corporation, In turn, 
selectmen unanimously agreed to 
the renewal for a 10 year period 
beginning February 28, 1987. 

According to Town Manager 
Buzz Stapczynski, the 30 page 
renewal document includes three 
out of four “sticking points 
members sought from the cable 
company. 

Under the renewal terms, 
Wilmington will receive five 
percent of the firm's gross 
revenues from the town or 
$450,000 over the 10-year period, 
a figure which is expected to grow 
as more subscribers come in 
Granting this five percent is not 
only a first for Wilmington but for 
the company as well. 

Wilmington will also receive a 
$160,000 money grant for equip- 
ment for an access studio expected 
to be located in the high school. A 
non-profit coropration will be set 
up to handle the funds for training, 
as well as covering local board 
meetings and local sports events. 

The cable company will set up a 
business office in Wilmington, 
temporarily, during a two year 
rebuilding process. This will make 
the company more accessible to 
residents with complaints. 

Greater Boston Cable Corp. 
rejected an item on ¥VCR 
compatability, largely to prevent 
theft of service by viewers who 
hook up more than one television to 
the cable line. According to 
Stapezynski, the company agreed 
not to scramble basic and access 
service. However, to protect 
themselves, they opted to scramble 
extended basic with a promise that, 
when proper technology becomes 
available to prevent theft, they 
would unscramble that too. The 
law, said Stapczynski, doesn't allow 
the town to dictate to the company 
the kind of technology used. 

Both selectmen and task force 
members present at Monday's 
meeting were pleased with the 
agreement. Task force member 


Patrick Hoffman said his group was 
“taken aback,” however, when both 
the president and vice-president of 
the parent ‘company, Colony 
Communications Inc., agreed to the 
five percent figure, something not 
even given to neighboring towns. 
Final agreement came at 10 p.m. 
Monday, and hour after the task 
force was to go before selectmen 
with its recommendation 

"We kind of picked our battles,” 
explained task force chairman 
Tony Carnabuci, adding that 
members were ready to call it quits 
just three minutes before agree 
ment was finally reached 

Hoffman stressed that the task 
force was “always concerned with 
what people want.” 

If the task force had recom- 
mended denial, Hoffman said, the 
town would have been forced out to 
bids on a new cable franchise 
However, he added, there was 
always a chance Wilmington would 
have been taken to court, as there 
must be a strong basis for denial 

Now, the town manager, town 
counsel, and Carnabuci will apply 
for a 45-day extension to draw up 
the agreement and finalize 
language. Thg contract is expected 
to be signed in the middle of May

Help for troubled teens

Your son is in with the wrong 
crowd. His grades have fallen, he 
cuts classes, and seems despondent 
and withdrawn most of the time. 
‘You know something's wrong but 
don't know what to do. 

Your daughter acts funny and 
seems "high" all the time. She pops 
“diet pills,” seems not to care about 
school assignments, and finally, 
after breaking up with her 
boyfriend, attempts suicide. You 
want desperately to help her, but 
don't know where to turn for help. 

More and more young people 
seem to be crying out for help these 
days. In the last two or three years 
alone, says Wilmington's Special 
Education Director Cleo Fredette, 
there's been a rise in adolescent 
depression and other emotional 

_problems. 
{For those troubled students and 
s'their parents who have already 
{, dealt with some harsh facts of life 
** or who have yet to fact the kind of 
}: problems which can tear a family 
* apart, there is a helpful process in 
* place in the Wilmington School 
» System. 
{ The process includes a lot of 
* communication to seek answers and 
$ the best method of treatment; a lot 
* of caring by teachers, administra- 
» tors, and other building personnel; 
» and referrals for the kind of pro-

‘According to Superintendent of 
+ Schools Robert Horan, any parent 
< can get help by a simple phone call 
%to the building principal. The 
‘« student himself may initiate the 
+ process by opening up to a favorite 
* teacher or guidance counselor.

Principal Paul Fleming concurs 
‘with Horan's statements. His 
*s teachers, he explains, are on the 
“alert for any changes in a student's 
behavior, physical appearance, or 
Sacademic ability. If a student

At the building level, says 
Fredette, teachers, parents, 
counselors, and administrators are 
all involved. A Pupil Study Team 
(PST) is called to discuss the 
problem and look at any records 
and diagnostic information 
available; to suggest modifications 
in the student's program; and to 
monitor anf changes for 
approximately four weeks. After 
this brief period, a determination is 
made, 

In many cases, the student is then 
referred to Fredette for a Team 
Evaluation. 

A Team Evaluation may be 
requested if any of the following 
conditions exist: a student fails to be 
promoted, fails two or more 
subjects by mid-year, is suspended 
for at least five school days, is 
absent more than 15 days in a 
quarter, makes a decision to leave 
school, or displays a negative 
change in behavior. 

According to Fredette, the Team 
Evaluation includes home 
assessment, psychological evalu- 
ation, and acheivement tests. 
Fredette receives and reviews all 
assessments and makes his own 
assessment to see if a child would be 
considered special needs. He also 
notifies the parents, explains their 
rights, and receives written consent 
to execute his own evaluation 
within 30 days. Under the Chapter 
766 Special Education Law, parents 
are invited to all meetings and make 
the final decision on their child's 
educational program. Either a child 
is found to be special needs or he is 
placed in an eight week diagnostic 
placement. 

"The Team Evaluation covers 99 
percent of the cases,” explains 
Fredette, 

The other one percent are 
considered emergency cases. In an 
emergency or crisis situation, 
where a student is dangerously 
self-abusive or abusive to others, 
the process is more intense and 
reaction is immediate, 

One of four school psychologists, 
along with Fredette, are called in to 
contact the home within 24 hours. 
In life-threatening situations, 
according to Fredette, students may 
be referred to the Mystic Valley 
Crisis Team, the Regional Health 


Center, or Choate Hospital. There | 


* 


they are helped by psychiatrists 
who can provide medicaiton and 
professional help. Horan adds that 
help is also available through the 
Wilmington Family Counseling 
Service. 

It should be noted that any 
treatment services must be related 
to education as “we are an 
educational institution,” according 
to Fredette. Fleming adds that the 
business of schools is to teach 
students “to read, write, think, and 
develop academically." When 
problems interfere with that 
function, then the school is called 
upon to take steps to help both 
student and parents. 

Last year, 176 referrals were 
made to Fredette, a figure which he 
predicts will be topped this eyar. 
To date, 98 referrals have been 
made to him, six of which were 
students in crisis. Twenty-five of 
those, he adds, were direct parent 
referrals. 

In comparison with other schools, 
“we've done a very good job,” says 
Horan, adding that's probably 
because Wilmington makes @ 
“higher spending commitment" 
than other schools in the 
Merrimack Valley. 

"I think we have a good process 
here,” agrees Fredette. However, 
he realistically adds that "you can't 
bat a thousand when dealing with 
complex problems and needs.”

A person who tells stories can sit 
down and research them several 
times over. Still there will be 
errors of commission or omission 
in the telling of that story. 

Such was the case with the story 
of the Old Home Days of 
Wilmington in 1904, which 
appeared in the Town Crier on 
March 19, 1986. 

One of the firemen in Company 
2, who twice appeared in pictures 
was identified as "Harry Carter.” 
Harry is not a Carter family name. 
There never has been a man named 
Harry Carter in Wilmington 

That man in the front rank was 
Harry Cutter, In those days he was 
a young man living at the northerly 
end of Woburn Street in a home 
which is now numbered 27. The 
Town Crier has told several stories 
about Harry Cutter over the years, 
one of which had him running from 
his home to a fire on Boutwell 
Street when he was about 17 years 
old. 

Harry was a relative of Dr. Silas 
Brown, Dr. Brown was the 
physician who bought the Hamden 
Tavern back about 1816. Dr. 
Brown was a son, or grandson, of 
Colonel Brown of Tewksbury. 
Harry was quite possibly a relative 
as well. 

The Town Crier reported that it 
could not find Linn Smith, in those 
pictures. Linn (or more properly 
Linwood) was the station agent for 
the Boston & Maine Railroad in 
North Wilmington 

Linn was in the second rank, at 
the right end. In the 10 a.m. picture 
only his left eye is visible, but he 
clearly is to be seen in the photo 
taken on the return march, There 
he is the marcher who is nearest to 
the camera, in the second row. 

Another person who deserves 
comment is Adrian Durkee. He was 
a well known and well liked person 
in Wilmington. During and after 
World War II Adrian owned and 
operated a barber shop in Wil 
mington Square. 

Adrian is the man nearest to the 
horse, in the 10 a.m. picture, the 
left hand person in the rear row. 

Adrian's family came from Eel 
Brook in Nova Scotia. That place 
was home to many French families 
of Wilmington. 

But the Durkees were not French 
If memory serves correctly they 
were Scott. It seems there was a 
adoption, or something, by 
members of the Babine family, 
back in those Eel Brook days. Only 
after they had lived in Wilmington 
for some years were the names 
properly sorted out. 

Another person mentioned in that 
story was Benjamin Harnden. He 
was said to have constructed the 
home which was variously called in 
later days the "Shamrock" or "The 
1730 House.” Back 150 years ago 
that home was known as the Squire 
Eames home. 

Benjamin (this Benjamin) was 
bom in 1671 in a farmhouse on 
what is now High Street in North 
Wilmington. His parents were 
Richard and Mary Harnden, and he 
was a young brother of John, he 
who was the father of the children

There are probably no homes in 
Wilmington today to which one can 
point and say "Benjamin built it.” It 
is possible, but certainly not 
proven, that he worked on the 
Cadhyallader Ford house, on Salem 
Street, erected about 1720, lately 
the home of John Brooks 

Benjamin's place in history comes 
from a small pond which used to be 
down near the Woburn line, and 
which was known for years as 
Squaw Pond. It was there, in 1705 
or thereabouts that Benjamin 
accidentally ran over an Indian 
woman one night. She was drunk, 
and asleep in the road. 

The Harnden Massacre was in 
revenge of that death. it occured a 
year or so later. The maurading 
Indians probably believed that they 
were entering the home of 
Benjamin Harnden. But it was the 
nearby home of John 

John, who has been called Deacon 


John of Reading, but another home 
after that massacre. It was 100 
yards from his parents’ home, 
down hill, That was the home of his 
son, Deacon John of Wilmington, 
and of his grandson, Capt. John 
Harnden of Bunker Hill 

The carpenter who built that 
home was, in all probability, 
Benjamin Hamden. 

To talk about the Rev, George 
Whitefield, he who preached under 
the Whitefield (or another) elm in 
colonial days, maybe in 1743. The 
story was told in the March 19 
Town Crier. 

Rev. Whitefield was an evan 
gelist, an ordained clergyman of 
the Church of England. The 
Puritan clergy of New England did 
not have a friendly attitude toward 
that church. They preferred to be 
without the use of ritual, where 
possible, and thought of themselves 
as being “orthodox.” 

Rev, Whitefield also wanted 


changes, but not in the "orthodox" 
magner. He was one of the English 
clefgy who felt there should be 
more method in the act of worship. 
From that belief arose the 
Methodist creed, if one can so 
describe such things briefly. 

Whitefield spent many years 
travelling over the 13 colonies of 
Britain in what is now the United 
States. He preached thousands of 
sermons, There are Methodist 
clergy today who take pride in 
knowledge of George Whitefield. 

In the Colony of Massachusetts 
Bay the clergy, all graduates of 
Harvard College, were firmly 
against the evangelism of the Rev. 
George Whitefield. The Rev. Isaac 
Morrill of Wilmington was one of 
them, 

He was not alone in denying the 
use of his pulpit to the visiting 
clergyman. : 

Whitefield died in Newburyport, 
in 1770.

Town Hall at 
the Old Glen Road School. The New Town Hall could also be 
called the Temporary Town Hall, whereas we have yet to 
decide on a Permanent Town Hall. And, if there is anyone 
wondering if all these maneuvers have created a New Glen 
Road School, you can guess again. 

In any event, back to the subject at hand. The Old Town 
Hall is in dire need of an introduction to the substance known 
as paint. The building itself is still in great shape, but to say it 
is in need of some exterior cosmetic work is. an 
understatement. Peeling paint is something that we all have a 
real problem with. I mean, it's really embarassing. Having 
your house paint peel is almost as bad as a rumor going 
around town that your kids have lice. It's something you just 
can not put up with for very long. The question is, how much 
longer will the Town of Wilmington allow what really is a 
fantastic building to gradually become more and more 
embarassing? 

If you have yet to view the Old Town Hall, take a ride 
down Middlesex Avenue. The appearance of the building 
reminds me of myself on Sunday mornings, when I craw! 
out of bed to get the paper at Birch. For those of you who 
have ever had the experience of seeing me on a Sunday, 
prior to my shower and shave, you know what I am talking 
about. . 

It would be simply amazing to see what a crew of five men 
or women equipped with paint and brush could accomplish 
in one day of the Old Town Hall. I can see it now.'We could 
really make that building polish -- if we really wanted to.

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State to post dangerous dams 


The State Dept. of Environmental 
Management has begun a program 
to warn boaters of the presence of 
dangerous ufiderwater dams in the 
inland waters of the 
Commonwealth, a program 
mandated by legislation sponsored 
by Rep. James Miceli 
(D-Wilmington). 

"I filed this legislation after the 
tragedy which took the life of Scott 
Braciska," Miceli said. "These 
underwater structures - known as 
"roll dams” - have been placed in

Tewksbury Health Director 
William McMenimen is asking 
owners of private wells in the town 
to notify the health board, In a 
Press release, McMenimen said the 
town will use the information to 
warn private well owners should 
any contaminate be found in the 
ground water serving the wells.

Wilmington Planning Board 


by Arlene Surprenant 

* Wilmington Planning Board 
Chairman Tony Gentile told 
stlectmen Monday that though 
industry is "presently contained,” 
the town has seen “an influx of 
subdivisions” recently because "the 
market is there right now." 

“I'll give developers credit,” he 
continued, "I don't know where 
they're finding the land,” 

Gentile, along with planners 
Carol Hamilton and Michael 
McCoy, was present at the 
selectmen's invitation to see if steps 
could be taken to limit or better 
plan for growth in Wilmington or 
improve the planning process. 

The planning board is already 
taking action along these lines. 
Currently, said Gentile, board 
members are in the process of 
revising subdivision rules and 
regulations, Also, added Hamilton, 
they have recently asked developers 
to first go to the Conservation 
Commission before coming in with 
a definitive plan. 

The planning board is also asking 
funds in the FY 1987 budget to 
have a typographical map drawn 
up. Such a map would provide a 
wider scope of information on 
subdivisions and aid in long term 
rezoning plans, said Gentile, adding 
that it would also help other town 
boards. Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski agrees with the idea, 
saying it would be good for 10 to 
12 years and is "something we 
should have had five years ago." 

In 1983, the board revised the 
town zoning bylaws, largely 

e they seengnise, as 


Hamilton noted, that bylaws 
shouldn't be “concrete” but should 
change with the times. 

Selectman Jim Stewart argued 
that if the interest is there, the town 
should look at changing the zoning 
bylaws once again. 

“Nothing is going to happen to 
curb subdivisions and industry” 
until this happens, he said, adding 
that right now different boards 
have different interpretations of the 
same law. 

As Gentile Called for time to 
“think these things out,” Hamilton 
suggested that one thing they could 
do in the meantime, was to ask the 
Board of Appeals to stop granting 


multiple variances and ask them to 
say no once in a while. 

Finally, dicsussion centered on 
the possible development of a new 
master plan for Wilmington, 
something beth Rocco DePasquale 
and McCoy were in favor of. 

Even though a plan is already in 
place, it has been "circumvented in 
every possible way,” szid 
‘DePasquale, until now it is 
“obsolete and useless." DePasquale 
decried the fact that selectmen have 
to react to a situation before it 
happens in order to be responsible 
to the people. A master plan would 
provide some direction and control 
growth, he added.

April 15 is just around the comer, 
your last chance to contribute to your 
retirement savings and at the same 
time get a valuable deduction from 
1985 income on your tax return, You 
can open an Individual Retirement 
Account up to the last minute, or add 
to an existing IRA. And, if you have a 
Keogh plan, you can contribute to 
that , too. 

Is it worthwhile? You bet! You can 
contribute up to $2,000 of earned 
income each year ($2,250 with a 
spousal account); your contributions 
and everything your account earns 
are tax-deferred and the total mounts 
up until you take the money out, 
usually on retirement. In most cases, 
you're permitted to withdraw money 
without penalty at age 59 1/2; by 70 
1/2 you MUST start taking it out, 
following a schedule based on your 
life expectancy. 

A Keogh plan offers similar 
benefits for the self-employed, with 
some-what different rules. One can

Hempe steps down after decade at the helm .

Scouts, whose high spirits 
Wearrivedintimeforbedlam centered around French toast 
and breakfast. and syrup, washed down with 
It was an August Saturday- enthusiasm untold pitchers of 
and the weekly changeover of grade A non-fat milk. 
But no one had told me I 
— would be traveling up country 
with the chief honcho. 

So when I picked up Bob 
Hempe at his Melrose home, I 
assumed I was meeting just 
another scout leader. 

I did not realize that Hempe’s 
was the paramount role at the 
Minuteman Council, Boy Scouts 
of America (BSA), 
headquartered on North Street 
in Stoneham,. 

I figured he was just a regular 
guy, which, it turns out, he is. 

Yet I have often wondered if I 
carried it too far. 

Insisting he crawl halfway 
under my Volkswagen bug to 
work loose a jammed bonnet 
latch, for example, may have 
been stretching it. 

Tt was only later, on the 
morning I met him, that I 
learned of his role as executive 
director — and that I had pulled 
him from important business 
with the staff at the Parker 
Mountain Boy Scout Reser- 
vation to assist me. 

I have thought since, with 
some embarrasment, that I was 
guilty of a kind of lese-majeste: 
a little like asking the president 
to open a door for you, or ex- 
pecting the Prince of Wales to 
hold your coat. 

‘But I think it says something 
of the man ~ and the Boy Scout 
oath — that he evinced no an- 
noyance whatsoever, and 
doggedly and good naturedly 
set to work to loosen the latch. 

I plead ignorance of his office, 
having assumed he was “‘just"’ 
a scout leader, you see. 

He is that, of course, but a 
very special one. 

Enroute to Parker Mountain, 
in Center Strafford, N.H., the 
conversation covered every- 
thing from antiques to zoology, 


and revealed a man embued 
with the spirit of freedom and 
hope — and committed to 
scouting’s unique role in helping 
to solve the problems of society 
today. 

Hempe officially steps down 
next week as the Minuteman 
Council's chief executive, after 
a decade at the council helm. 

That means, in effect, that he 
will work at bare eight hours a 
day now, instead of his not- 

infrequent workdays of up to 16 
hours. 

Hempe’s scouting career 
spans more than 50 years, from 
early days as cub and tender- 
foot, through the rank of eagle 
scout at age 15, and later 
executive posts in Nebraska, 
Colorado, Iowa, and Plymouth. 

He views the founders of the 
movement as both visionary 
pioneers and virtual prophets, 
helping to draw the plans and 
chart a course for an organi- 
zation that may be more 
relevant today than ever before 

Incorporated 76 years ago 
and grartted a federal charter 
by Congress in 1916 — the BSA 
grew from an idea conceived by 
Ist Baron Baden-Powell, to 
encourage self-reliance 
resourcefulness, courage and 
other “hardy virtues,"’ and 
developed on the basis of 
various programs for boys, 
including two in the United 
Stat 

“T've been in scouting for 51 
years,” Hempe said, “and in 
that time I’ve seen half a cen- 
tury of changes and new things 
- but also half a century of the 
Scouts’ staying contemporary. 
Yet the scouting motto and 
values haven't changed a single 
word since then. 

“When I entered scouting, one 
of the things I learned was how 
‘to trim the wick on an oil lamp. 
Now the kids learn about solar 
energy. I had to learn how to 
stop a runaway horse - today

Continued from S-1 
the kids are talking about run- 
away rockets. 

“I built a crystal radio set 
that could reach the nearest 
station, which was*127 miles 
away," he said. “Now scouts 
may be involved with satellite 
dishes, and able to tune in on 
broadcasts from as far away as 
Moscow. 

For Hempe, “the important 
message is that the skills, the 
craft, the testing of a child's 
mind — that is staying the same, 
and keeping current with 
society's needs. 

“What it has to do with is a 
boy’s heart and mind - and 
that's still working, 51 years 
later. 

“For the boy who comes in 
today — and for the boy who 
came in in 1910 — the motto had 
remained the same: ‘To do my 
duty to God and country, and to 
obey the Scout Law; to help 
other people at all times.”” 

Raised in St. Louis, Missouri, 
Hempe underwent all of his boy- 
hood scouting there, according 
to his wife, Frances (Moeller), 
herself a born and bred Mid- 
westerner from Des Moines, 
Town, and an R.N. currently on 
staff at Melrose-Wakefield 
Hospital. 

Her husband majored in 
foreign languages and journal- 
ism at St. Louis’ Washington 
University, she said, and it was 
on the same day that he 
graduated from Schiff Prof- 
essional Training School, in 
New Jersey, to launch his 
executive career in the Boy 
Scouts that the couple's second 
child, Bob, Jr., was born. 

‘The Hempes have three other 
children, Katha, Steven and 
Susan, and six grandchildren. 

With children and grand- 
children of his own, and a 50- 
year career involving the 
nation’s youth, Hempe is well 
able to see what he has 
described as a society that has 
“made it so easy for kids to go 
wrong.” 

Yet he is quick to add that 
both the challenge and. the 
opportunity are tremendous, for 
the Boy Scouts to build 
character, foster citizenship, 
and bolster moral training — 
and that the job can be done.

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Anyone can catch a case of 
spring fever, even the family 
dog or cat. But offering an open 
door and freedom is more of a 
curse than a cure, advises The 
Humane Society of the United 
States (HSUS). 

“It’s tempting to give in and 
let pets out during those first 
good days of spring,” com- 
mented Phyllis Wright, HSUS 
vice president for companion 
animals. ‘But the results can be 
devastating. Animals get in- 
jured, get lost and get into all 
kinds of trouble out there on 
their own. ‘Free roaming pets 
are also a principle source of 
unwanted litters of puppies and 
kittens. Every spring and sum- 
mer, shelters around the coun. 
try are bulging at the seams 
with the consequences of ir- 
responsible pet ownership.”’ 

Wright advises keeping cats 
inside year round, substituting 
toys, companionship and a 
securely screened window perch 
for outside adventures. Dogs 
should be confined in a fenced 
yard or walked on a leash for 
exercise 

Wright also urged pet owners 
to have their pets spayed or 
neutered. ‘They will be 
healthier, happier and won't 
contribute to the pet over 
population crises,"’ she said. 
noting that more than 7.6 million 
"excess" dogs and cats are kill- 


ed in shelters around the coun- 
try every year. 

The HSUS also offers these 
spring pet care tips: 

Dogs should have blood tests 
performed by a veterinarian to 
check for heartworm, a growing 
and usually fatal disease 
transmitted by mosquitoes. Fol- 
lowing the test, dogs should be 
put on a program of daily 
preventative medication. 

Dogs and cats should get a 
regular veterinary check-up, 
have current inoculations, in- 
luding rabies, and any neces- 
sary licenses. 

Pet owners should take steps 
in the spring to prevent flea in- 
festations. That may involve 
flea bombing thehouse and 
treating all pets as well as out- 
side areas where your pet 
spends time. 

Runners who want to take 
their dogs with them in good 
weather should take care to 
condition animals slowly. Some 
dogs, particularly shortnosed 
breeds, are best left at home. 

Finally, Wright suggested 
that for anyone thinking about 
getting a pet, spring may be the 
perfect time to do it. ‘It's much 
easier to housetrain a puppy this 
time of year. And in the spring 
and summer, you'll find hun- 
dreds of homeless animals at 
your local shelter just waiting 
for you,”

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Transforming your 
yard intoa 
wildlife haven 


vines, robins perched atop 
branches and butterflies 
alighting on flower beds. 

A park? A wildlife refuge? Not 
necessarily, because no matter 
where you live, you can 
transform your yard into a 
wildlife haven. 

You need simply provide 
animals with the four basic 
elements necessary for sur- 
vival: food, water, cover and 
nesting sites. 

Many animals, particularly 
birds, are often fussy about 
what they eat. To satisfy their 
eclectic appetites, plant a vari- 
ety of shrubs, trees and plants 
that will produce nuts, berries, 
buds and fruit. 

Choose plants that will attract 
the animal species you are seek- 
ing. For instance, oak trees will 
lure woodpeckers, squirrels and 
blue jays and cherry trees will 
whet the appetite of brown 
thrashers, chipmunks and 
Baltimore orioles. 

A patch of sun and beds of 
flowers and foliage will satisfy 
butterflies. 

When selecting plants, learn 
the seasons when they typically 
bear fruit. For instance, moun- 
tain ash produces fruit from 
August to March. 

If you're interested in attrac- 
ting birds that migrate to your 
area in the fall, shrubs pro- 
viding fruit in September would 
be more useful than those that 
bear fruit in July. You will need 
to choose a variety of plants to 
provide food year-round. 

While waiting for your plants 
to mature, you can bring birds 
to your yard by using bird feed- 
ers. This is particularly rewar- 
ding on city lots, where the 
space may be too scarce to grow 
plants for year-round food. 
PICKY EATERS 

To attract finches, fill up your 
feeder with niger (thistle) seed. 
For hummingbirds, provide 
sugar water in a hummingbird 
feeder. Cardinals seem to prefer 
sunflower seeds in the shell. 
Fruit eaters, such as mock- 
ingbirds and robins, like raisins 
and chopped fruit, especially 


apple. 

The food's placement can be 
just as important as its variety. 
Cardinals, for instance, prefer a 
flat surface for feeding. Fox 
sparrows and juncos, however, 
don't like to leave the ground. If 
you use ground feeders, howev- 
er, don’t be surprised if your 
birdseed winds up in the gorges

of squirrels, rabbits or other 
animals. 

Feel free to feed birds year- 
round, not just during winter 
when people think birds are 
most needy. In fact, for many 
birds, spring is the best time for 
supplemental feeding since 
their natural seeds are least 
available. 

Besides food, wildlife need 
drinking and bathing water, 
which can be supplied by a 
birdbath, small pool or a 
shallow, wide-rimmed dish or 
dripping hose near shrubbery or 
other protective cover. The 
water source should be depen- 
dable year-round. 


MAKING COVER 

Just as people need shelter, so 
do animals. Cover can take the 
form of dense shrubs, hollow 
logs, brush piles, stone walls, 
evergreens or meadows. 

To complete your wildlife 
habitat, provide nesting sites 
that are inaccessible to 
predators. Mature trees, for ex- 
ample, may offer protection for 
nesting birds and squirrels. 
Birdhouses and nesting shelves. 
attached to poles or trees will 
give birds safe places to nest 
and raise their young. 

Keep these hints in mind when 
planning your backyard wildlife 
habitat: 

The ideal habitat will include 
a variety of plants ranging in 
size and density so animals can 
choose their preferred cover for 
hiding, courting and nesting. 

If you think your wildlife area 
may generate protests from 
neighbors, educate them about 
ita4rom the inception. Consider 
changing plans to assure a 
community harmonious to 
wildlife and humans. 

Just as humans are affected 
by toxic chemicals in our air, 
food and water, so are wildlife 
species. Use as few pesticides as 
possible. 

Don't be afraid to remove 
some mature trees if they are 


abundant. More sun means 
greater tunities to garden 
for 


If you have a large lawn, con- 
sider establishing a meadow. 
Bobwhites, meadowlarks and 
bluebirds frequent open lawns 
and fields with few trees or 
shrubs.

with a tragic auto accident 
which took the lives of two high 
school athletes and injured four 
others, and they've had to watch 
what seems like unending news 
stories (the two biggest of which 
appeared on the national news 
program ‘‘60 Minutes” and on a 
special produced for educa- 
tional televison) on how dan- 
gerous in may be to simply live 
in the city due to the hazards of 
toxic waste. These events 
prompted one prominent Wob- 
urnite to say to me that it's 
about time the city received 
some good news, some words of 
encouragement. He told this 
columnist he believes Woburn is 
a pretty great city, with many 
fine, hard-working families, and 
these stories are never picked 
up by the media. I am appalled 
to hear the reactions of these 
corporation spokespersons to 
the allegations that their waste 
bi-products may be the cause of 
water contamination, and 
worse, perhaps the deaths of 
some young people, in the city. 
Do these companies honestly 
believe they can come intoa city 
like Woburn, literally rape its 
environment by dumping waste 
illegally, and then not have to 
face the moral consequences of 
their actions? In this case, you 
have to hope in the justice 
system, hope that for once the 
truth will win out and those who 
have had to suffer will finally 
receive their rewards, which 
sadly may never amount to any- 
thing compared to the losses and 
sacrifices they've had to face.

House care plant tips 


Houseplants need proper at- 
tention to remain beautiful 
Proper lighting, soil mixtures 
and watering are important, 
according to Thurston Handley, 
Home Horticulture Specialist 
with Middlesex County Cooper- 
ative Extension. 

Few houseplants can tolerate 
direct sunlight for long periods. 
Wilted leaves that appear 
translucent are a sign of 
overexposure. Some plants that 
love bright light are cacti, suc- 
culents and some flowering 
plants. 


Watering plants properly is all 
important because a plant is 
ninety-percent water. Over 
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watering will produce yellow 
leaves and weaken the plant 
Never let plants wilt. 

Plants require periodic fer- 
tilizing. Dilute a fertilizer solu- 
tion as directed on the package 
and water normally. Fertilize 
frequently during growth 
periods such as spring and early 
summer, but cut down in the fall 
and winter. 

Neglect is the houseplant's 
worst enemy. For more care

Warning about Easter pets 


Every year The Humane 
Society of the United States 
(HSUS) says the same thing 
don't give chicks, ducklings or 
rabbits as Easter pets. Is any- 
body listening? According to 
Phyllis Wright, HSUS vice 
president for companion 
animals, the answer is yes — 
and no. 

Wright commented, ‘'The 
good news is that in recent years 
we have seen a decline in the 
sale of baby chicks and ducks as 
pets. In fact such sales are il- 
legal in a number of states and 
cities. Apart from legal con- 
siderations, we think the 
message that these animals 
simply do not make good pets is 
finally being heard. Unfortu- 
nately, giving live ‘Easter bun- 
nies’ is still far too common." 

Wright noted that rabbits, 
unlike chickens and ducks, can 
be kept as housepets. But, she 
cautioned, “Too often people get 
a cute little bunny with never a 
thought about how to take care 
of it. Rabbits have special needs 
and require very specific care. 


They aren't just cats or dogs 
with long ears. They can be lit- 
ter box trained, for example, but 
because they are relentless 
chewers they can’t really be left 
loose unattended and need 
secure confinement. Rabbits 
are susceptible to a variety of il- 
Inesses that require veterinary 
care, and can also transmit in- 
fectious sa]monella to humans."" 

Even if fragile baby chicks, 
ducks or rabbits survive the 
holidays, many suffer in the 
weeks that follow because of 
neglect or improper care. 
Wright concluded, ‘‘When the 
family finally loses interest in 
these ‘toys’ they may be 
dumped in forests or ponds in 
the mistaken belief that they 
can survive on their own. Others 
are dropped off at animal 
shelters which cannot possibly 
find homes for them. All in all, it 
becomes 4 very negative learn- 
ing experience for children, and 
takes a terrible toll in animal 
lives. We hope parents will stick 
to stuffed animals as gifts this

REFINISHING, IN¢ 


Formerly a difficult, even 
dangerous procedure, cataract 
surgery is now a safe operation 
with a 95 percent success rate. 
Most of the approximately 
700,000 annual cataract extrac- 
tions in the United States are 
currently being performed as 
ambulatory or same-day pro- 
cedures, and increased use of 
intraocular lens implants now 
allows many patients to quickly 
regain near-normal vision. With 
such an optimistic prognosis, 
should everyone who is told that 
they have cataracts plan for 
surgery immediately? Not nec- 
essarily. 

“Cataract patients should 
make their own decision about 
when to undergo cataract 
surgery,” says George Garcia, 
M.D., surgeon in ophthalmology 
at the Massachusetts Eye and 
Ear Infirmary. “Except in very 
rare cases, a cataract may be 
left alone until the patient feels 
that his or her visual impair- 
ment is producing problems. 
Patients should understand that 
they are causing their eyes no 
harm by not having the cataract 
removed immediately. The 
potential improvement in vision 
is not reduced by waiting."” 

Commonly associated with 
aging, cataracts are a clouding 
of the lens of the eye caused by 
physical or chemical changes in 
the lens. Such clouding blocks 
the passage of light and can 
eventually obstruct or distort 
vision. The variety of cataracts 
which occur most frequently are 
known as “senile cataracts,” 
and are found in older persons 
However, cataracts can develop 
atany age.

Most cataracts progress very 
slowly. Although some cata- 
racts may need to be removed 
within several years of 
diagnosis or sooner, physicians 
often wait 10 to 20 years before 
removing the cataract. Early 
cataracts cause little visual im- 
pairment, are not painful, and 
require no ongoing medical 
treatment. 

Cataracts may be removed by 
one of two procedures. Ex- 
tracapsular extraction involves 
the removal of the cloudy natu- 
ral lens, leaving intact the back 
part of its clear enveloping cap- 
sule. Increasingly less common 
are intracapsular extractions, 
in which the opague natural lens 
is removed along with its 
enveloping capsule. Cataract 
surgery generally takes only an 
hour or so, and is usually per- 
formed under local anesthesia. 
The recovery and adjustment 
period generally runs from six 
to eight weeks. As the eye re- 
covers from surgery, patients 
are often cautioned to wear a 
patch over the eye at night and 
to avoid straining activities such 
as lifting heavy objects during 
the early stages of healing. 


Although he emphasizes that 
there are no hard and fast rules 
determining when to remove 
cataracts, Garcia feels that 
persons with cataracts may 
want to consider surgery when 
one or more of the following 
conditions occur 

The individual can no longer 
pass a driver's test. 

Reading, writing, watching 
television or other sight-related 
activities become difficult 
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Cataract surgery has become routine 


Significant loss of depth 
perceptin is noted. 

Vision is reduced in bright 
sunlight or darkness 

Several types of replacement 
lenses may be used after cata- 
ract surgery, and patients 
should discuss with their 
ophthalmologist what kind of 
visual rehabilitation will be 
most suited to their needs. In- 
traocular lens implants (IOLS) 
are an increasingly popular op- 
tion for post-cataract patients 
Made out of a clear polymer 
material, the lens is placed in 
the eye during cataract surgery 
Unlike contact lenses, IOLs are 
permanent, generally cannot be 
felt by the wearer, and need not 
be removed or changed. Al- 
though insertion of an implant 
slightly increases the chances of 
complications during and after 
surgery, such risks are low. 


Contact lenses are an option 
for many post-cataract patients. 
But contact lenses can cause 
some discomfort, and may be 
difficult for elderly persons to 
handle. Cataract glasses, a third 
option and for many years the 
only visual aid for posi-cataract 
patients, are still used today for 
some patients. However these 
thick-lensed glasses often cause 
visual distortion and a loss of 
peripheral vision. 

If problems occur, patients 
may change their method of vi 
sual rehabilitation months or 
years after removal of cata 
racts. For example, an in. 
traocular lens implant can be 
performed on a patient who had 
cataract surgery years before 
and is wearing glasses or con- 


tact lenses. Some risk 18 
associated with this secondary 
surgery. An IOL can be remov- 
ed if it proves unsuitable, but 
this too is associated with an in- 
creased risk of problems. Gar- 
cia advises all cataract patients 
to have- their eye condition 
monitored regularly and to 
discuss with their physician 
what kind of surgical treatment 
and visual rehabilitation will be 
most appropriate for them.

Spring cleaning rids 
household dangers 


With the advent of spring, 
many families begin the yearly 
chore of cleaning their attics, 
basements, garages and yards 
in anticipation of the ap- 
proaching warm weather. 

In doing so, they are perform 
ing more than an annual 
cleanup ritual. If performed 
properly, the Dictograph Secu- 
rity Information Bureau says 
they can turn simple 
housecleaning into a life-safety 
program that can pay rich divi 
dends during the entire year 

The bureau, located in 
Florham Park, N.J., says spring 
cleaning can be the ideal time to 
ensure a family’s safety from 
accidents, fires, and burglaries. 

Starting with the attic, the 
bureau recommends that un- 
needed clothing and papers be 
removed and ventilation be im- 
proved. The bureau explained 
that because heat often builds 
up inattics, it easily can become 
a breeding ground for fire when 
combined with oxygen and fuel. 

Search all living quarters for 
frayed wires and faulty plugs 
which can increase a home's 
fire potential. Exposed wiring 
should be covered, Firearms 
and other dangefous weapons 
should be kept under lock and 
key. 


The bureau also suggested 
that home owners check base- 
ments and garages for rags and 
unwanted newspapers, which 
should be recycled or discarded. 
Oil and gas spots should be 
cleaned and flushed with water, 

Outdoors, shrubs and lang- 
seaping should be checked to be 
sure they do not unwittingly 
provide hiding places for bur- 
glars. Light bulbs in outdoor 
lighting should be checked and 
changed, if necessary, Ladders, 

lawn mow a 
other gardening tools s 
locked indoors after use to pre 
vent their theft or their use by 
thieves as aids to enter home. 

The bureau also -suggested 
that home owners cleanse 
themselves of sloppy safety 
habits, such as leaving house 
and car doors unlocked and 
hiding keys in so-called ‘‘safe"’ 
places. It said windows 
doormats, mailboxes, 
boxes, drain pipes and loose 
bricks are common. enough 
spots for almost any burglar to 
locate keys.

Hearing Ear Dogs are cer 
tainly not for everyone, but for 
those hearing impaired people 
who have a strong desire for a 
dog as a companion, a specially 
trained dog cannot only alert 
them to important sounds 
around the home, but can offer 
the unconditional love and loy- 
alty that only a dog can provide 

Even though the Program has 
enjoyed good publicity since its 
inception over nine years ago. 
many people still do not know 
about the Hearing Ear Dog 
Program. Currently emphasis is 
being placed on “getting-the- 
word-out" about Hearing Ear 
Dogs for the deaf and how peo:

(1) a measure that would 
permit the introduction of evi- 
dence concerning a person's re- 
fusal to take a police-ad- 
ministered breathalyzer test; 

(2) an amendment to the 
drunk driving law designed to 
prevent a multiple offender 
from being treated as q first- 
time offender before a com- 


, plaint alleging subsequent vio- 


lations can be attained by a pro- 
secutor; 

(3) an amendment to the 
motor vehicle homicide statute 
to make clear that following a 
conviction in a felony motor 
vehicle homicide case a defen- 
dant must serve a minimum of 
one year in jail; 

(4) an amendment to the 
motor vehicle citation law which 
would prevent dismissal of 
criminal charges arising out of a 
motor vehicle homicide because 
of the technical failure of a 
police officer to serve the cita- 
tion at the scene of the accident. 

“I strongly support the other 
components of the bill and join 
the Governor in his effort to 
crack down on drunk drivers. 
‘The proposed changes in the law 
will provide law enforcement 
with additional resources to 
punish those individuals who 
make the conscious and often 


fatal decision to drink and 
drive,” said District Attorney 
Harshbarger. 


“We in law enforcement have 
the responsibility to enforce the 
drunk driving laws in a tough, 
but fair way. We have accepted 
this responsibility, but we can- 
not solve the problem of drunk 
driving by ourselves," noted the 
District Attorney, ‘As long as 
alcohol is widely tolerated and 
abused by the public, our efforts 
and reforms in the law can serve 
only as stopgap measures,"” 

Harshbarger added that, 
“Every community, parent, 
educator and adult must share 
the responsibility for solving the 
drunk driving epidemic. Only 
when tough prosecution is back- 
ed by solid education, treatment 
and prevention programs and a 
change in public attitudes and 
behavior, can we look forward 
to eliminating the serious and 
dangerous problem of drunk 
driving.”
